To correct ttiese "pvIIr" Lfif pro- 
posed s repeal of the 16(h amend- 
ment to tiie federal constitution. He 
criticized nbuseK of powrr (jlven to 
btirenu hendx nnd commll Lee.i Iq the 
nation's capital and^ declared, "the 
powers Rlvrn to our tax rbllpctors 
are* A violation pf our constltutlon&l 
rlRhls." 

He cnld the Yedernl eovernmcnt 
han Rained more and more powcf 
through the corutliutlonal "Eeneral 
welfare clause" find is In a position 
where the right man could come 
along and become a dictator. 

Preedonu of speech, press and re- 
ligion, guaranteed by the Bill of 
RlghLi. could be taken away If a 
"dlptator" thought they were dam- 
aging ■ the "general welfare."

The regulations would reqiflre 
manufacturers and Importers of 
firearms to stamp them with Identi- 
fication and serial number, manu- 
facturers and dealers to maintain 
permanent records on all sales,

.22 caliber and rifle and ahotgun 
ammunition), and dealers to obtain 
signatures of persons buying fire- 
arms and ammunition. 

The avowed purpose of the pro- 
posals li an attempt to prevent 
crime through tighter controls on 
firearms. 

Rep. Kenneth B. Keating, R„ 
N, y.. charged th« "mor«.« of red 
tape" wouldn't accomplish this pur- 
pose and said. "Perhaps the answer 
Ilea In stiff legislation to penalise 
criminal rlolatlons of firearms 
usage." 

The regulations also were opposed 
by several trade associations, gun 
manufacturers and the National Ri- 
fle association, which delivered 
a lengthy atatement outlining lU 
objections In detail. 

All the wltnes.ies argued that the 
regulations would penalise dealers, 
and prlvat« citlxena without reduc- 
ing crime to any substantial degree. 

One witness, 0. Alfred Bergstrom. 
Minneapolis,' Minn., went so far as Ui 
accuse "nefarious subvemlves" of 
trying to "disarm private cltliens In 
the face at the spread of commu- 
nism." 

A director ot the National Skeet- 
shootlng association, Douirlas Clark, 
Virginia, told the committee it was 
endeavoring to "legislate rather than 
regulate." 

Only two witnesses testified for 
the proposals. Both were police offi- 
cials.- 

UllUUVa Ugt. Joe Uhennault. DIs- 
trlct of Columbia police department, 
said the regulations struck a balanca 
between freedom and necessary re- 
strlctloas. 

Leroy Wllke of the International 
Association ot Chiefs of Police said 
all of the proposals, except that for 
stamping serial numbers, were "only 
extensions of regulations now In 
force."

TION— Due to these delays and digressions, McClellan 
was unable to exploit the most serious charges against 
Holfa over television. They Involved <8 "questionable 
actions," consisting largely of using union funds for 
personal profit. Thousands of letters lo the McClellan 
committee show that It was this kind of cheating 
which aroused the aharpcst resentment ngnlnst Dave 
Beck among union members and their wives. 

But the McClellan Indictment, as read In his drawl- 
ing monotone, was not nearly so effective as It would 
have been. If It had been brought out through tele- 
vised questioning of s red-faced and squirming Hoffa. 
Moreover. It was so lengthy that only the largest, 
metropolitan newspapers could publish It In full. 
Ironically, a strike reinforced by the Teamsters pre- 
vented publication of Detroit newspapers during ^Is 
period. 

The hearlnga left no doubt In the minds of un- 
prejudiced observers that Holfa Is not qualified to 
head the nation's largest and most Influential union, 
since It can make or break any strike. But they also 
left Hoffa with a tactical victory that may enable 
him to succeed Beck at the October election.

He might also take 
with him powerful groups In the building trades and 
transportation fields.

VIEWS OF OTHERS 

REUTHER'S 'YOU FIRST 

Waller Reuther has suggested the "big three" auto- 
mobile manufacturers cut prices by an average of $100 
a car In order to combat inflation. 

Aj president of the United Automobll* Worker.s, 
one of the nation's largest unions, Reuther Is Inter- 
ested In developing the theals that prices, not wages, 
are the cause of Inflation. He la specific when he 
proposes what the manufacturprs should do. But he 
Inakes no definite promise at all about what the 
UAW will do in return. 

Reuther says. In effect, first malce the price cuf. 
Then, when negotiations on the 1958 contract get 
under way, the UAW will consider the effect of the 
price cut upon the companies' financal position. 

Thfl manufacturers naturally won't accept any 
such proposal. As L.-t. Colbert, president of Chrysler 
corporation, pointed out, Reuther Is sugRestlng that 
management abdicate Its responsibilities by allow- 
ing the UAW to determine price pollclej. "Would It 
not be Just as logical," Colbert Inquire.^, "for the 
BUlojnoblle Industry to a.-fk members of the UAW 
to take an Immediate and al?jible wage cut, which tbe 
companies would then 'take Into consideration' In 
pricing their 19S8 automobllei?" 

President Elsenhower ha.i urRed both labor and In- 
dustry lo show restraint In order to combat Inflation. 

Reuther believes that Industry should show re- 
straint first. Yet the UAW has Just announced as 
one of Its 1958 bargaining objectives "the blRgeat wage 
Increase In the history of the union." 

The two Reuther views simply can't be reconciled. 
Possibly Reuther didn't Intend them to be. He Is a 
shrewd publicist with a knack for maklnR headlines, 
as his price cut pmpojal clearly demonstrates. And 
anyatie who talks about cutting prices Is bound to 
have nn audience. 

Bui If the Inflationary trend Is to be halted. It will 
take more Ihan talk. Reuther'a "you first" propo-ial 
to the. autpmot)llfi makeni iR_ineMiDRlc*? J!nJe**^ill« 
can promise more resti'aTril by hi* union than now 
seems likely. —Salt Lake Tribune.

River Barges Change to Meet 
Fresh Demands of Technology 



NEW YORK. Aug. SO l^l-Nelther 
Abe Lincoln nor Mark Twain would 
recognize most of today's new river 
barges. New Industrial materials- 
even new Industries— are changing 
the boats those one-time river men 
knew. 

^ome are big thermos flasks now 
keeping chemicals amazingly hot. 
Some are big refrigerators keep- 
ing gases almost unbelievably cold 

and liquid. Some do away with 
such conventional containers ns 
paper bags for cement. Some are 
floating transports for huge col- 
lapsible plastic bags. Some tote pet- 
roleum. But some ire asiosh with 
wine. 

New factorle.1 going up slong the 
nation's waterways at a six billion 
dollar a year rate lately have speci- 
fic material transportation prob- 
lems. 

A. M. Thompson of Chicago, presi- 
dent of the Inland Waterways Com- 
mon Carriers association, says In an 
Interview, iha*- tough and Indivi- 
dualistic as river men traditionally 
are. they . are learning— to their 
profit— to meet the needs of tho 
new Industries. ^ 

Rebirth of the Inland waterway 
Industry has had Its biggest boom 
since World war II. Growth of the 
chemical Industry has sparked much 
of this. 

Chemical and other customers 
have piled up along the banks of 
rivers and canals. The Ohio River 
Improvement association says It 
billion dollars has been invested by 
Industries In plants on that river's 
shores in the last seven years. New 
Orleans boosters say big corporate 
building along the lower Mississippi 
recently has been running at the 
rale of orie million dollars a day. 

Some of tho special intter-day 
barges Thompson cites are; 

Barges with specially Ue&ted bal- 
sa wood forming a one-toot" thick 
Inner Ihilng will carry liquified 
methane gas at minus 398 degrees 
Fahrenheit from the natural gas 
flelds-to-Ohicago. Boats towlng^lhe 
barges will bs propelled by a small 



amount of the gas allowed to return 
to the gaseous state along the way. 
In Chicago the methane will be 
vaporized nnd used for power gen- 
eration. The tremendous amounts of 
refrigeration obtained In the va- 
porization process will be used to 
chill and keep In ^old storage meat. 

At the other end -of the ther- 
mometer, molten sulphur Is carried 
from Texas to Pittsburgh In barges 
built like thermos flasks at tem- 
peratures of SOO to 350 degrees. 

California wine brought through 
the Panama canal in a special tank- 
er will be carried still unbottlcd up 
tlie Inland waterways as far as 
Chicago and Pittsburgh In special 
barges .with stainless steel pipes 
painted with llthecote plastic. 

Barges costing $260,000 each carry 
anhydrous ammonia under 350 
pound pressure. Cement mixed with 
air Is now pumped Into and nut of 
barges, eliminating the loading and 
unloading of cement bags. Col- 
lapsible plastic bags holding 11.000 
pounds of carbon black each trave) 
the watei-waya from Texas to Wis- 
consin. Plastic liners are being de- 
veloped tor the shipment of sugar, 
coffee and other bulk commodities.

The Kremlin's words and actions 
aimed at the outside world may be a 
smokescreen thrown up to hide 
internal problems. Nlklal Khruah 
chev didn't boot many ot his old 
communist buddies out of power 
without bruising some high-ranking 
official's feelings. 

The Soviets are busy with Indus- 
trinl and agricultural problems at 
home. They may be following the 
tougher line to show the West that 
the Kremlin shakeup hasn't left 
them with their guard down. 

There could b^ other reasons. 
The U. N. general assembly Is open- 
ing In New York next month and 
West Germans go ' to the polls on 
Sept. 15. 

At the United Nations. Russians 
will have their hands lull staving oft 
an American nttack on Russia's 
bloody Intervention during the Hun 
gnrlan revolt last fall. The Russians 
are sure to beat the drums for their 
"slop. H-bomb tests" campaign and 
to charge the West anew with war 
claims. 

In Germany, they may be sowing 
pessimism In an effort to show there 
Is no hope of an East-West accom 
modatlon as long as pro-Western 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer stays 
In power. 

At any rate, the foreseeable future 
does not seem bright. However the 
Russians act and talk a conflict Is 
always possible. Chances of mis- 
calculation Increase as tensions In- 
crease. 

But the general assessment here 
Is that the situation does not metn 
the Russians are building up to a 
light. Chances are they are playing 
lor time. When the Kremlin gets 
lis homefront problems tidied up a 
bit, maybe It will be better for the 
Westr— for a while.

As Russia makes progress in her 
effort to force economic cdllapae in 
the West by euttln? it off from Asia 
and Africa, the West is forced Into 
more and more desperate measures 
to maintain its position.
